On January 30, 1990, Investigative Assistant (IA) 
Leer reviewed the Matter Under Review (MUR), at the Federa 
ection Committee (FEC), 999 E Street, N.W., Washington, D.C., 
concerning the appointee, GUY VICTOR MOLINARI. The following 
pertinent information was obtained: 


MUR number 1417, revealed that a signed and sworn 


complaint was filed by the Democratic Congressional Campaign 
Committee ("Dccc"), on December 14, 1981, 
against forty-eight (48) named Republican members of Congress. 


The complaint alleges that the congressmen violated 2 U.S.C. 44d 
and 433. DCCC characterizes a letter dated October 30, 1981, and 
distributed to various political action committees as a 
solicitation for contributions by the named congressman (see 
complaint). DCCC alleges that the communication to the PACs was 
in violation of section 441d because it failed to include the 
required "disclaimer" stating the identity of the persons who 
authorized and paid for the communication. Second, DCCC alleges 
that the forty-eight (48) named congressmen are in violation of 
Section 433 for failing to register themselves with the 
Commission as a political committee. 


On_Februa 19, 1982, General 
Counsel, and Associate General Counsel of the 
Office of Genera onsel recommended that the Commission: 


1. find no reason to believe that the forty-eight (48) 
congressmen named in the complaint violated 2 U.S.C. and 441d by 
failing to include the proper disclaimer on the communication 
dated October 30, 1981;

Thank you for your letter of July 23 expressing your support for van transportation 
services for Staten Island residents. 


At the present time we have twenty-two applications pending from individual van 
operators seeking a permit to serve commuters within the New York City boroughs. 
Hearings have been held on ten of these applications; seven applications have been 
scheduled for hearings in August; the remaining five applications will be scheduled 
for hearing in September. We are trying to expedite these applications as quickly 
as we can within our available resources and within the confines of the law. 
Unfortunately, the issuance of these permits is not a simple licensing function. 
The State Transportation Law provides for certain findings to be made and allows 
for a public hearing process. Most of these applications have been protested by 
the City of New York and/or the existing mass transit operators. The State Admin- 
istrative Procedures Act mandates that we give these protestants full due process 
in our regulatory hearings. 


As you know, the regulatory scheme in New York City is fragmented. The City has 
exclusive jurisdiction over the regulation of taxicabs and bus lines traversing 
fixed routes. State DOT has jurisdiction over contract carriers. While in our 
recent decisions we have interpreted contract carriage so as to include van oper- 
ators serving commuters, this interpretation is subject to challenge in each of the 
regulatory application cases. 


My personal attitude is that if existing mass transit facilities (bus and subway ) 

are inadequate, then alternatives such as van operations should be authorized and 

made available to the public. However, because of the fragmentation of regulation 
in New York City we have to proceed cautiously to make certain that our regulatory 
decisions are not overturned in litigation. 


The City of New York has two basic concerns with the van operators. One is that 
the van operators are adding to a severe traffic congestion problem in mid-town 
Manhattan. The other is that they are operating over the routes of existing 
subsidized mass transit facilities and diverting needed passengers and revenues 
from those facilities. The City contends that this diversion in turn requires 
that additional federal, state and city subsidy funds huve to be provided to 
sustain the existing mass transit facilities.

I have recently mel with Commissioner Anthony Ameruso of the New York City 
Department of Transportation to.see how we could accommodate the concerns of the 
City and at the same time ensure that” any needed transportation services are 
provided. On July 7th I approved a regulatory policy that sets forth thc bases 
upon which the applications for providing commuter van services in New York City 
will be approved. Permits will be issued in situations where there are no existing 
nearby mass transit facilities or where the existing facilities are inadequate to 
meet the needs of the public. I am enclosing a copy of that policy statement. 


Thank you for writing and expressing your views. I assure you that I will make 
every effort to expedite the applications pending before us and to make determina- 
tions on a case-by-case basis consistent with the enclosed policy statement and 
consistent with the public's need for additional transportation services within 
New York City.
